HAMILTON  STAKE  PRESIDENCY 


In  May  of  1966,  the  College  became  the  seat  of  an  innovation  in  the  Church.  With  the 
approval  of  the  First  Presidency  and  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles,  two  student  wards 
were  organised,  to  include  all  the  boarding  students  at  the  Church  College  with  the  necessary 
adult  leadership  to  be  drawn  from  the  parent  Temple  View  Ward. 

The  idea  of  student  wards  is  not  new  in  the  Church,  but  the  student  age  "profile",  as 
it  exists  in  these  two  wards,  is  unique.  But  uniqueness  has  not  prevented  these  organisations 
from   becoming  effective,  smooth-working   units  in  the   Hamilton  Stake. 

Opportunities  for  development  of  leadership  ability  have  been  enlarged  through  the 
student  ward  operation  by  giving  students  numerous  callings  to  serve  as  assistants  and 
counsellors,  secretaries,  choristers,  members  of  priesthood  executive  committees,  and  teachers 
of  many  of  the  Sunday  School,  MIA,  and  priesthood  classes. 

And  now,  after  the  first  full  year  of  operation,  we  see  the  growth  in  individual  rever- 
ence, spirituality,  and  testimony  regarding  the  revealed  truth  of  the  Gospel  that  comes  from 
serious  acceptance  of  these  responsibilities  and  increase  in  dedication  and  devotion  to  the 
Lord's  work. 

May  we  sincerely  congratulate  the  leaders  and  students  of  these  two  wards  on  the 
manner  in  which  they  have  confirmed  our  faith  in  their  ability  and  desire  to  carry  out  such 
a  programme.
